To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Eccles. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  193  8,  which  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  circular  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  there  was  a small  number  of  cases  of  enteric 
fever  and  some  cases  of  food  poisoning.  It  was  impossible  to  ascertain 
the  origin  of  the  infection  in  these  cases  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
increase  consumption  of  prepared  and  cooked  food  stuffs,  unless  care- 
ful supervision  is  exercised  over  the  places  of  preparation,  may  tend  to 
increase  the  prevalence  of  enteric  diseases. 

Preparations  for  civil  defence,  as  a result  of  the  crisis  in 
September  of  last  year,  have  diverted  the  energies  of  the  staff  of  the 
department  from  their  normal  duties,  but  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain 
the  routine  work  of  the  department  at  a satisfactory  standard  by  the 
v illingness  of  certain  members  of  the  staff  to  sacrifice  ungrudgingly  their 
leisure  time. 

I desire  to  thank  Dr.  R.  G.  Buxton,  Mr.  G.  V.  Hulse 
Mr.  A.  Rogers  and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  support 
and  willing  assistance  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
I have  received  from  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and 
the  Council.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  3,417  acres.  It  extends  from  the  Gilda 
Brook,  which  separates  it  from  the  City  of  Salford,  westward  for  a 
distance  of  four  miles  to  the  boundary  of  Irlam  Parish.  Its  southern 
boundary  is  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  from  which  it  extends  north- 
wards for  a distance  of  If  miles  to  the  boundaries  of  Worsley  U.D.  and 
Swinton  and  Pendlebury  M.B. 


The  area  is  flat,  its  maximum  height  above  ordnance  datum  being 
136  feet  in  Half  Edge  Lane  and  its  lowest  point  being  below  the  50  foot 
contour  line  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  old  bed  of  the  River  Irwell  at 
the  west  end  of  the  Borough. 


The  substratum  is  mainly  red  sandstone  to  the  east  of  Monton  Road 
which  is  syntopical  wdth  the  Swinton  Fault.  To  the  West  are  upper 
Carboniferous  Rocks  containing  the  Slack  Lane  coal  seam,  which  crops 
up  within  six  feet  of  the  surface  at  Monton  Green.  Further  West  the 
Carboniferous  Rocks  are  overlaid  with  Glacial  Drift,  yellow  and  white 
sands  and  gravel  and  then  by  peat  at  Barton  Moss. 


Barton  Moss,  which  is  about  75  feet  above  ordnance  datum  has 
been  drained  and  reclaimed  by  the  Manchester  Corporation  Cleansing 
Department  and  now  consists  of  fertile  agricultural  land,  quite  unsuit- 
able for  development  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  a solid  founda- 
tion for  buildings,  the  peat  being  16  to  20  feet  in  thickness. 


POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  1921  Census  was  44,242  persons  and  at 
the  1931  Census  44,416,  an  increase  of  173  persons  The  estimated 


population  for  the  year  1938  as  computed  by  the  Registrar  General 
was  42,550,  a decline  of  i,866  since  the  Census.  At  the  1931  Census 
there  were  10,699  structurally  separate  dwellings  giving  an  occupation 
density  of  4.15  persons  per  dwelling.  At  the  end  of  last  year  the  total 
number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  was  12,501  giving  an  occupation 
density  of  3.44. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

The  principal  group  of  occupations  in  which  the  population  of  the 
Borough  is  employed  comprises  commercial,  professional  and  clerical 
occupations,  a large  proportion  of  these  persons  being  engaged  in 
Manchester.  A large  proportion  of  adult  males  are  engaged  in 
engineering  and  metal  trades  or  are  railway  or  transport  workers, 
while  a smaller  number  are  engaged  in  textile  trades,  building,  furniture 
making,  etc.

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PUBLIC  BATHS. 

During  the  year,  the  arrangements  for  filtering  the  water  at 
the  swimming  baths  have  been  replaced  by  new  mechanical  filters 
and  automatic  dosing  apparatus.  There  are  two  swimming  pools, 
the  male  pool  containing  approximately  63,000  gallons,  and  the 
female  pool  48,000  gallons.  The  water  from  both  pools  is  driven 
by  an  electrically  operated  pump  to  three  eight  foot  Bells  Pressure 
Filters,  being  automatically  dosed  with  alum  and  soda  en  route. 
After  filtration,  ammonia  and  chlorine  gas  are  added  to  the  water, 
which  is  then  aerated  and  warmed  and  returned  to  the  pools.  The 
(liters  are  capable  of  dealing  with  28,000  gallons  per  hour,  and  the 
whole  of  the  water  in  the  two  baths  can  be  passed  through  in  four 
hours.  The  treatment  of  the  water  is  controlled  by  regular 
(‘stimafions  of  the  Ph.  value  and  amount  of  available  chlorine. 

In  addition  to  the  two  bathing  pools,  there  are  20  slipper 
')aths  for  males  and  16  for  females,  which  are  well  patronised. 

4’he  result  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  from 
the  swimming  baths  during  the  year  was  quite  satisfactory.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Two  motor  ambulances  are  maintained  at  the  Fire  Station  for 
conveying  sick  and  accident  cases.  During  the  year  205  calls  were  made 
for  accidents  and  562  for  the  conveyance  of  sick  persons  to  hospital. 
No  charge  is  made  to  residents  in  the  Borough  for  the  use  of  the 
ambulance. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  removed  to  Ladywell  Sanatorium 
by  means  of  an  ambulance  belonging  to  the  City  of  Salford,  a sum  of 
lialf  a guinea  being  paid  for  each  case  removed. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

{a)  General.  One  district  nurse  is  employed  by  the  Eccles 
District  Nursing  Association  for  the  nursing  of  cases  of  non-infectious 
illness  at  home„ 


(b)  Infectious  Deseases. — With  the  exception  of  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  and  enteric  fever,  such  advice  and  assistance  as  the  nursing 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  and  puerperal  fever  as  may  be  necessary 
is  given  by  the  Health  Visitors.  During  the  year  477  visits  were  paid 
by  them  to  cases  of  infectious  disease  for  the  purpose  of  giving  assist- 
ance in  the  supervision  and  nursing  of  the  following  conditions  : —

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HOSPITALS. 

N o change  in  me  hospital  accommodation  in  the  area  has  taken 
place  during  the  year,  general  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Eccles  and 
Patricroft  Hospital,  and  the  Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme,  while  chronic 
cases  are  admitted  to  Green  Lane  Institution.  A large  number  of  cases 
from  the  district  are  also  received  by  the  various  hospitals  in 
Manchester  and  Salford. 

During  the  past  year  151  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  Park 
Hospital,  Davyhulme,  the  antenatal  supervision  in  practically  all  the 
cases  being  carried  out  at  the  Antenatal  Clinic,  Green  Lane,  Patricroft. 

Two  beds  for  Orthopaedic  cases  are  reserved  for  Eccles  children  at 
the  Biddulph  Orthopaedic  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  and  puerperal  fever  are  admitted  to  the 
I^adywell  Sanatorium  by  arrangement  with  the  Salford  City  Council, 
while  cases  of  Small  Pox  are  sent  to  the  Small  Pox  Hospital,  Clayton 
Vale,  Manchester.

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THE  FOULINU  OF  FOOTPATHS  BY  DOGS. 

On  Jannary  1st,  1938,  a new  bye  law  relating  to  the  fouling  of 
footpaths  by  dogs  came  into  force  in  the  Borough.  The  bye  law 
provides  as  follows: — 

(1)  No  person  being  in  charge  of  a dog  shall  allow  the  dog  to 
foul  the  footway  of  any  street  or  public  place  by  depositing  its 
excrement  thereon. 

Provided  that  a person  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  convicted  of 

an  offence  against  this  bye  law,  if  he  satisfies  the  Court  that  the 
fouling  of  the  footway  b}^  the  dog  was  not  due  to  culpable  neglect 
or  default  on  his  part. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  bye  law  the  owner  of  the  dog  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  charge  thereof,  unless  the  Court  is  satisfied  that 
at  the  time  when  the  dog  fouled  the  footway  it  had  been  placed  in 
or  taken  into  the  charge  of  some  other  person. 

(3)  Any  person  offending  against  this  bye  law  shall  be  liable 
on  summary  conviction  to  a fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings. 

In  spite  of  this  bye  law,  the  fouling  of  footpaths  continues 
unabated,  and  the  efforts  of  the  municipal  authority  to  maintain  the 
streets  in  a clean,  hygienic  condition  is  to  a great  extent  nullified  by 
selfish  and  inconsiderate  owners  of  dogs.  The  practice  of  taking 
dogs  into  the  street  after  dark  for  the  purpose  of  voiding  excrement 
on  the  footpath  continues  unabated,  and  so  far  no  citizen  has  been 
sufficiently  public  spirited  to  report  an  off'ence  against  the  bye 
law  to  the  local  authority,  while  the  owners  of  dogs  remain 
insensible  of  the  objectionableness  of  the  practice.  So  prevalent  is 

this  objectionable  practice,  that  recently  20  deposits  of  ffPcal  matter 
were  observed  within  a space  of  200  yards.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  close  co-ordination  between  the  maternity  and  child  welfare 
service  and  the  school  medical  service  has  been  maintained  and 
every  endeavour  is  made  to  unify  the  two  services.  All  the  clinic 
facilities  of  the  school  medical  service  are  available  for  infants  an(i 
toddlers  and  the  record  of  each  child  is  continuous  from  birth  up  to 
school-leaving  age  and  its  health  supervision  is  conducted  by  the 
same  personnel  throughout  this  period. 


Duiung  the  year  529  first  visits  have  been  made  to  infants  and 
young  children  in  their  homes  and  3625  re-visits  have  been  made  to 
children  under  the  age  of  one  year^  2359  re-visits  to  children  aged 
one  to  two  years,  and  2134  to  children  aged  two  to  five  years — a total 
of  8647  visits  to  homes.  The  elementary  schools  are  o])en  to  children 
over  the  age  of  three  years  and  approximately  30  per  cent,  of  the 
children  aged  three  to  four  years,  and  60  per  cent,  of  the  children 
aged  four  to  five  years  are  in  more  or  less  regular  attendance  al 
school.  In  addition,  8137  visits  were  made  to  the  Infant  Welfar'^ 
Centre  by  infants,  2621  by  children  aged  one  to  two  years,  and  1532 
by  children  aged  two  to  five  years. 


The  number  of  visits  to  the  homes  of  children  during  the  year 
shows  a marked  decrease  upon  the  number  of  visits  paid  in  previous 
years  but  this  is  consequent  on  reorganisation  due  to  the  retirement 
of  the  Senior  Health  Visitor  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year.  The 
position  of  Senior  Health  Visitor  was  allowed  to  lapse  and  no  one 
was  appointed  in  Miss  WrightT  place,  with  the  result  that  the 
remaining  Health  Visitors  had  to  spend  more  time  in  the  Centre. 
In  addition,  there  has  been  a considerable  expansion  in  the  number 
of  sessions  devoted  to  ante-natal  work,  two  sessions  per  week  instead 
of  twenty-eight  sessions  per  year  are  given  to  this  work.  Although 
the  number  of  visits  to  homes  has  been  reduced,  the  children  hav(' 
attended  at  the  Centre  very  regularly,  and  each  child  under  one  ^nar 
has  been  seen  by  the  nurses  on  the  average  over  twenty-three  times 
during  the  year,  while  those  aged  one  to  two  years  have  been  seen 
over  nine  times. 


In  addition,  524  special  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  homes  of 
young  children  suffering  from  measles,  whooping  cough,  chicken 
pox  or  broncho  pneumonia.

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was  open  on  four  afternoons  each 
week  for  the  weighing  and  supervision  of  infants  and  toddlers.  The 
numl)er  of  new  children  who  attended  the  Centre  during  the  yQ’ar 
was  405,  of  whom  387  were  under  one  year  of  age,  equal  to  64  per 
cent,  of  the  children  born,  and  18  were  between  one  to  five  years. 
The  total  number  of  children  in  attendance  at  the  Centre  during  the 
year  was  862.  The  Centre  was  open  on  201  afternoons  during  the 
year,  the  total  attendance  of  mothers  being  11,233  and  of  children 
12,290,  the  daily  average  being  56  mothers,  40.5  infants,  and  20.5 
childrmi  aged  one  to  five  years.  No  special  clinic  for  toddlers  has 
been  established,  but  they  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  ordinary 
sessions  at  the  Centre  and  the  response  has  been  fairly  good,  as 
approximately  one  third  of  the  total  attendances  at  the  Centre  are 
made  by  children  aged  one  to  five  years,  and  approximately  one  third 
of  the  children  examined  by  the  Medical  Officers  are  also  toddlers. 
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During  the  year,  mothers  have  been  encouraged  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  by  letters  sent  to  them  on  the  first  birthday  of  their 
child  to  bring  it  to  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  to  be  immunised 
against  diphtheria.  The  response,  though  small  at  first,  has  shown 
indications  of  improving.  This  scheme  was  only  institfited  during 
the  later  months  of  the  year,  and  77  children  attended  for 
immunisation.  Alum  precipitated  toxin  was  given  in  two  doses  of 
0.1  and  0.4  c.c.,  and  no  reactions  were  observed  among  the  children.

The  Health  Visitors  spent  385  sessions  at  the  Centre  during  the 
year,  while  Dr.  Buxton  and  I attended  on  268  sessions.  495  new 
babies  were  examined  and  1696  under  one  year  of  age,  627  under 
two  years,  and  407  under  five  years  were  re-examined ; a total  of 
3225  examinations. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

All  boarded  out  children  are  kept  under  close  supervision  by 
the  Health  Visitors.  Children  under  one  year  of  age  are  visited  each 
mouth;  in  the  second  year  visits  are  paid  in  alternate  months,  and 
during  subse(juenf  years,  quarterly  visits  are  paid  to  their  homes. 
In  addition,  the  foster  parents  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre,  and  the  majority  of  children  are  in  regular 
attendance  there. 

Before  a child  is  boarded  out  with  a foster  parent,  the  home  is 
carefully  inspected  and  reported  upon  by  a Health  Visitor,  and  in 
addition  to  verbal  instructions  as  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  a foster  parent  a printed  leafiet  containing  an  abstract  of  the 
Child  Life  Protection  provisions  of  the  Act  is  handed  to  each  foster 
parent  when  they  are  registered. 
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hi  order  to  remind  foster  parents  of  their  duties,  the  provisions 
of  the  (diild  life  protection  sections  of  the  Act  have  been  advertised 
also  in  the  local  press  from  time  to  time.  Even  though  verbal  and 
printed  instructions  are  always  given  to  foster  parents,  they 
frequently  fail  to  notify  the  Health  Department  v-hen  a child  is 
being  removed  from  their  care. 


In  spite  of  verbal  warnings  by  two  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  Health  Department,  a foster  parent  transferred  a child  to  the 
care  of  another  foster  parent  residing  outside  the  Borough  without 
notifying  the  department.  The  change  of  guardianship  was  only 
(Hscovei'ed  when  the  Health  Visitor  paid  her  next  routine  visit. 
The  facts  vecre  reported  to  the  Committee,  who  instructed  that 
proceedings  should  be  taken  against  the  foster  parent  for  failing 
to  give  notice  in  accordance  with  Section  207  (3)  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  and  a fine  of  10/-  was  imposed  by  the 
Magistrates. 


dhere  were  17  children  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  six  new  children  were  placed  with  foster  parents  during 
the  year.  Two  children  left  the  district,  and  two  returned  to  the 
care  of  their  parents,  leaving  19  on  the  register  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  number  of  registered  foster  parents  is  eighteen.  122 
special  visits  were  paid  to  foster  children  during  the  year. 


MIDWIVES  ACT,  1936. 

It  is  now  possible  to  report  on  a complete  yearns  working  of  the 
Municipal  Midwifery  Services.  I am  able  to  report  that  the  scheme 
has  worked  smoothly  and  that  the  Municipal  Midwives  have  given 
satisfactory  service. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  87  cases  on  the 
books  of  the  four  municipal  midwives  and  240  cases  were  booked 
during  the  year.  A very  large  proportion  of  the  cases  booked  by 
the  midwives  were  referred  to  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  where  they  were 
examined  by  Dr.  Buxton  in  the  presence  of  the  midwife  whenever 
possible.  One  or  two  of  the  midwives  attended  each  session  of  the 
Ante-natal  Clinic  to  assist  in  the  routine  work,  and  use  was  made  of 
the  opportunities  of  imparting  instruction  in  ante-natal  work 
whenever  possible.  When  the  midwives  have  not  been  busy,  they 
have  also  given  assistance  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  Sterilised 
dressings  are  supplied  by  the  Local  Authority  at  a charge  of  2/6 
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per  case.  The  dressings  are  stocked  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre, 
where  they  are  packed  and  sterilised  by  the  midwives  themselves, 
together  with  the  overalls,  masks,  and  gloves  used  during  the 
confinement  and  the  puerperium. 


244  cases  were  delivered  by  the  midwives  during  the  year,  and  six 
patients  who  had  engaged  municipal  midwives  were  referred  from 
the  Ante-natal  Clinic  to  Park  Hospital  for  confinement  on  account  of 
complications.  The  mid  wives  were  engaged  as  maternity  nurses  in 
52  cases,  and  as  midwives  in  198  cases.  Sfedical  aid  was  summoned 
hy  the  midveives  in  42  instances. 


On  application,  the  services  of  a midwife  was  granted  free  in 
two  instances  and  in  one  instance  at  a reduced  rate. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  for  patients  requiring  the 
services  of  a municipal  midwife  to  pay  the  fee  by  instalments  during 
pregnancy  if  they  desire  to  do  so.  This  was  done  in  many  cases,  and 
the  balance  paid  on  the  completion  of  the  raidwives^  period  of 
attendance. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year*  fees  to  the  amount  of 
T13  18s.  Od.  were  outstanding  in  respect  of  the  midwives^  services 
during  1937  while  the  fees  due  for  the  year  1938  amounted  to 
T462  7s.  Od.  £468  Is.  Od.  was  collected  during  the  year  and  a sum 
of  £8  4s.  Od.  was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


MIDWIVES  ACTS. 

During  the  year  13  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to 
practise  midwifery  in  the  Borough.  Ten  midwives  were  actually 
engaged  in  the  practise  of  their  profession  and  attended  a total  of  489 
cases,  347  being  attended  as  midwives  and  142  as  maternity  nurses. 


2 midwives  attended  over  75  cases. 

4 midwives  attended  between  50  and  75  cases. 
1 midwife  attended  between  25  and  50  cases. 

3 mirl wives  attended  less  than  25  cases. 


Medical  aid  was  summoned  in  55  instances  equivalent  to  11.3  per 
cent,  of  the  cases  attended  by  the  midwives.

The  number  of  claims  submitted  by  medical  practitioners  in 
connection  with  assistance  rendered  to  midwives  in  accordance  with 
Section  8 (1)  (E)  of  the  Midwives  Act^  1902,  was  44;  the  amount 
paid  for  their  services  being  £45  5s.  Od.  Of  this  amount,  £25  was 
reclaimed  from  the  patients,  of  which  £18  4s.  6d.  was  recovered  and 
an  amount  of  £7  was  written  off  as  irrecoverable. 


ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINIC. 

During  the  year  the  provision  for  the  supervision  of  expectant 
and  post-natal  mothers  has  been  considerably  extended.  Up  to 
March  1st  last,  when  Dr.  Buxton  was  appointed,  the  clinics  were 
held  on  the  first,  third,  and  fifth  Friday  in  each  month.  Since  the 
inception  of  the  clinic  in  1930,  the  attendance  has  increased 
considerably,  with  the  result  that  the  clinic  was  overcrowded,  the 
work  carried  out  under  pressure,  and  the  time  which  it  was 
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necessary  for  some  mothers  to  wait  was  excessive.  After  March, 
the  arrangements  for  carrying  on  the  clinic  were  entirely 
re-organised.  In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  overcrowding^  two 
clinics  each  week  were  arranged  on  Friday,  at  9-30  a.m.  and  2 p.m., 
the  attendance  of  mothers  being  regulated  so  far  as  is  possible  to 
avoid  undue  waiting  and  delay.  The  additional  clinics  have  enabled 
closer  supervision  to  be  given  to  the  mothers,  and  this  has  been 
reflected  in  the  greatly  increased  number  of  attendances,  as  well  as 
by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers  attending. 


The  number  of  mothers  attending  some  of  the  clinics  is  still 
too  large  to  be  entirely  satisfactory,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  make 
provision  for  a third  clinic  each  week.  In  the  present  premises 
this  will  be  impossible,  but  when  the  new  health  centre  is  completed 
such  an  increase  in  the  number  of  clinics  will  present  no 
administrative  difficulties. 


The  services  of  Dr.  W.  R.  Addis  have  been  retained  as 
consultant.  He  attends  on  the  first  Friday  in  each  month,  when 
special  cases  presenting  unusual  or  difficult  features  are  referred  to 
him. 


The  arrangements  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  by  which 
patients  from  the  surrounding  County  area  attcnul  the  Ante-natal 
Clinic  in  Eccles^  have  been  continued,  the  County  Council  paying 
this  authority  the  sum  of  six  guineas  each  month  for  the  facilities 
provided. 


Eighty-one  clinics  were  held  during  the  year.  399  expectant 
mothers  attended  during  the  year,  of  whom  59  had  commenced 
attendance  in  1937.  The  total  number  of  attendances  of  expectani 
mothers  was  1G21;  217  mothers  had  arranged  for  conflnemeiit  in 
Park  Hospital,  Davyhulme,  165  for  confinement  at  home,  3 for 
confinement  elsewhere^  while  14  were  found  not  to  be  pregnant. 
Of  these  persons,  324  resided  in  Eccles  and  75  in  the  County  area. 


142  mothers,  equivalent  to  35.6  per  cent.,  returned  to  the  clinic 
after  confinement  for  post-natal  examination,  and  made  a total  of 
190  attendances.  The  percentage  of  mothers  who  returned  for  post- 
natal examination  shows  a slight  increase  on  that  of  the  previous 
year,  but  it  is  still  impossible  to  convince  a proportion  of  them  that 
])ost-natal  examination  is  desirable  to  make  sure  that  they  have 
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Tiiade  a complete  and  satisfactory  recovery.  In  addition  to  those 
who  returned  to  the  clinic  for  post-natal  examination,  a certain 
undetermined  number,  however,  who  have  been  confined  in  Park 
Hospital,  did  return  there  for  post-natal  supervision.

PROVISION  OF  MILK  FOR  MOTHERS,  INFANTS, 

. AND  YOHNO  CHILDREN. 

During  the  year,  assistance  was  given  to  191  mothers  by 
providing  additional  milk  during  pregnancy  or  until  the  baby  had 
attained  its  first  birthday.  130  mothers  were  supplied  wdth  dried 
milk,  52  with  fresh  milk,  and  9 with  both  fresh  and  dried  milk. 
The  total  quantity  of  dried  milk  supplied  was  1720  lbs.,  while  458 
gallons  1 pint  of  fresh  milk  were  supplied.  The  total  cost  was 
£181  18s.  ll-Jd.,  an  average  of  £3  9s.  ll|d.  per  week,  or  £1  Is.  3d. 
per  case.  The  average  weekly  cost  during  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year  was  practically  double  that  during  the  first  quarter  owing  to 
marked  increase  in  unemployment. 


Milk,  cod  liver  oil  emulsion,  etc.,  was  also  given  to  toddlers  wdio 
were  not  thriving  or  were  showing  signs  of  undernourishment.  The 
total  number  of  children  assisted  was  51.  288  lbs.  of  dried  milk. 

22G  gallons  5 pints  of  fresh  milk,  and  517  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil 
emulsion  were  supplied  at  a total  cost  of  £65  18s.  9^d. 


HOME  HELPS. 


Home  helps  were  provided  in  nine  instances  ; the  cost  for  liome 
helps  being  £22  16s.  Od. 


TREATMENT  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  SCHOOL  AGE. 

All  the  facilities  of  the  School  Clinic  are  available  for  the 
treatment  of  minor  ailments,  ophthalmic,  dental,  and  orthopaedic 
defects  among  children  under  school  age.  During  the  year,  62 
young  children  were  referred  to  the  clinic  for  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments,  50  for  toothache,  27  for  squint  and  defective  visions,  and 
11  children  were  referred  to  the  orthopaedic  clinic  at  Irlam  for 
crippling  defects. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Tlie  services  of  Dr.  W.  R.  Addis  have  been  retained  by  the  Council 
under  the  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia  Regulations,  and  he  is  available 
for  the  assistance  of  medical  practitioners  in  all  cases  in  which  a con- 
sultation is  considered  necessary.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made 
for  Dr.  .Addis  to  give  assistance  in  cases  of  difficult  labour,  should  his 
services  be  required,  but  during  the  year  no  call  has  been  made  for 
his  assistance. 


All  maternal  deaths  and  still  births  are  investigated,  and  this  work 
is  closely  co-ordinated  with  the  supervision  of  midwives. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 


MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

There  is  now  one  private  nursing  home  with  a total  of  six  beds 
registered  under  the  Nursing  Homes’  Registration  Act,  1927,  which 
caters  for  maternity  cases  only. 


The  Nursing  Home  has  been  inspected  periodically  throughout  the 
year  and  has  been  found  to  be  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition 


Application  for  exemption  from  the  operation  of  the  Act  was  made 
under  Section  6 by  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Eccles  and 
Patricroft  Hospital,  and  the  exemption  was  renewed  by  the  Council. 


26 


88  maternity  patients  were  delivered  in  the  private  nursing 
home  during  the  year;  79  were  delivered  by  doctors  and  9 were 
delivered  by  midwives.  36  of  the  patients  belonged  to  the  Borough  and 
52  came  from  other  districts. 


There  is  one  home  in  the  Borough  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
children  provided  by  the  Manchester  Diocesan  Association  for  Prevent- 
ive and  Rescue  Work,  at  “ Ennismore,”  Regent  Street,  Eccles,  which 
has  accommodation  for  twelve  mothers  with  their  babies. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

An  agreement  was  entered  into  by  the  local  authorities 
comprising  Area  xxv  in  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Scheme, 
namely : the  Boroughs  of  Eccles  and  Stretford,  and  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Farnworth,  Irlam,  and  Urmston,  and  the  City  of 
Salford,  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  from  these 
areas  at  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  the  agreement  to  come  into  operation 
when  the  necessary  additional  buildings  have  been  erected  and 
equip])ed,  and  continue  in  operation  for  a period  of  ten  years  from 
that  date.  The  diseases  which  will  be  treated  at  Ladywell 
Sanatorium  under  the  agreement  will  include  any  of  the  diseases 
(except  smallpox)  specified  in  section  343  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  as  ^‘  notifiable  disease,  puerperal  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia, 
measles,  german  measles,  whooping  cough,  and  such  other  diseases 
(if  any)  as  the  parties  to  the  agreement  may  from  time  to  time 
mutually  agree  to  include  in  the  clause. The  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Salford  have  agreed  to  keep  available  at  all  times  during 
the  continuance  of  the  agreement,  119  beds  for  the  reception  of 
patients  from  Area  xxv,  the  beds  to  be  allocated  in  the  absolute 
discretion  of  the  Corporation,  no  particular  beds  being  reserved  for 
any  authority.  Should  the  population  of  the  districts  forming 
Area  xxv  increase  or  decrease  by  more  than  1500  persons,  the 
number  of  beds  kept  available  shall  be  increased  or  decreased  in  the 
ratio  of  one  bed  for  every  1500  persons. 


During  the  continuance  of  the  agreement,  the  Council  shall 
pay  a minimum  fee  of  £5  per  annum  in  respect  of  each  bed  so  kept 
available,  and  a sum  of  £3  per  week  and  a proportion  per  rate  for  any 
less  period  than  a week  in  respect  of  the  treatment  and  maintenance 
of  each  patient  received  into  the  hospital,  with  a provision  for  the 
increase  or  decrease  of  this  amount  should  the  cost  of  maintenance 
increase  or  decrease  by  more  than  ten  per  cent,  than  the  cost  in  1938. 
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^Segotiations  were  also  entered  into  by  the  Borough  of  Eccles 
and  the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  for  the  treatment  of  smallpox  at 
the  Drinkwater  Park  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Salford,  and  the  offer 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Salford  to  receive  and  treat  cases 
of  smallpox  at  the  Drinkwater  Park  Hospital  has  been  accepted. 
Six  beds  will  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  these  authorities,  who  veil! 
pay  to  the  Salford  Corporation  a retaining  fee  of  <£20  per  bed  in 
addition  to  the  actual  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  their  j)atienls  ii. 
the  hospital. 


It  is  the  usual  practice  to  arrange  for  the  prompt  admission  of 
all  cases  of  diphtheria  to  hospital,  and  during  the  year,  53  of  the  55 
cases  were  removed  to  the  isolation  hospital.  Scarlet  fever,  however, 
continues  to  be  mild,  and  whenever  possible,  arrangements  are  made 
to  isolate  cases  of  this  disease  at  home.  Even  with  the  partial 
isolation  which  is  possible  in  the  average  house,  there  has  been  in 
evidence  of  spread  of  the  disease  due  to  imperfect  isolation,  and  tin 
number  of  patients  developing  complications  has  been  very  low. 
25  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to 
hospital  during  the  year,  because  it  was  not  possible  to  arrange  for 
the  child  to  have  a separate  room  or  because  the  family 
circumstances  were  such  that  the  child  could  not  be  nursed 
satisfactorily  at  home. 


Xine  cases  of  measles  and  three  of  whooping  cough  complicated 
vith  broncho  pneumonia  were  also  removed  to  hospital. 


Full  use  was  made  of  school  intimations  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  and  all  cases  reported  through  this  channel  arc  followed"  up 

and  dealt  with. 


During  the  year  the  Borough  suffered  from  the  usual  biennial 
epidemic  of  measles,  1027  cases  being  notified.  There  had  been  aiv 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  in  December  of 
the  preceding  year,  and  at  this  time  there  was  evidence  of  epidemic 
spread  of  the  disease  in  the  adjacent  districts.  Tn  Tanuar}^  107 
cases  were  notified,  in  February  426  cases  were  notified,  and  in 
March  309  cases  were  notified.  After  this,  the  epidemic  abated 
rapidly,  92  cases  being  notified  in  April  and  15  in  May.  258  of  the 
children  affected  were  under  three  years  of  age,  305  aged  3-5  years, 
and  437  aged  5-10  years.  The  epidemic  affected  Monton  ward  most 
heavily  at  first,  and  then  extended  to  Eccles,  Trafford,  and  Barton 
wards,  and  finally  passed  on  to  Winton  and  Westwood  Park  wards. 
There  were  three  deaths  from  measles. 
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There  was  also  an  increase  in  the,  niiniber  of  eases  of  scarlet 
h'ver  notified  during  the  year;  44  cases  were  notified  during  the 
first  eight  months,  but  in  September  the  number  notified  increased 
to  14,  and  in  October  to  29.  In  November,  the  number  notified  was 
23  and  in  December  13.  Of  the  patients,  22  were  aged  3 to  5 years, 
and  17,  5 to  15  years.  The  disease  was  mild,  and  no  doubt  it  was 
spread  to  a great  extent  by  unrecognised  cases.  Two  schools, 
Patricroft  C.  of  E.  and  Lewis  Street,  were  chieflv  involved.  Two 
children  from  one  of  these  schools  who  were  absent  from  school 
were  found  by  the  nurse  to  be  suffering  from  acute  nasal  catarrh. 
Swabs  taken  from  these  children  in  both  cases  were  found  to  contain 
hannolytic  streptococci,  and  one  of  them  eommenced  to  desquamate 
three  da  vs  later.  Although  they  were  not  in  attendance  at  school, 
they  were  not  isolated,  but  had  been  playing  with  other  children  and 
were  probably  responsible  for  spreading  infection. 


Fewer  cases  of  diphtheria,  55  compared  with  74  in  the 
preceding  3*ear,  were  notified.  A larger  proportion,  30  per  cent,  of 
the  cases,  occurred  in  persons  over  15  years  of  age.  There  was 
epidemic  spread  of  the  disease,  but  one  intermittent  carrier  who 
had  had  diphtheria  three  years  previously,  was  directly  associated 
in  school  vdth  a fatal  case  of  the  disease. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a circular  letter  was  issued  to 
parents  of  all  children  attending  the  public  elementary  schools  in 
the  Borough,  offering  Schick  tes-ting  and  immunisation  to  all  those 
who  desired  it.  A satisfactory  response  to  the  circular  wa:s  made 
by  the  parents,  and  970  children  were  Schick  tested,  and  533  wmre 
immvuiised. 


()t  588  children  who  had  been  immunised  in  previous  years,  509 
or  80.4  per  cent,  wnre  found  to  be  negative.  An  indication  of 
satisfactory  immunisation.  Some  of  these  children  had  been 
immunised  three  years  ago  with  formal  toxoid  or  toxoid-antitoxin 
mixture,  382  children  over  the  age  of  eight  Anars  who  had  not  been 
immunised  previously  were  also  Schick  tested,  and  197  or  51.5  were 
found  to  be  negative. 


204  children  who  reacted  to  the  Schick  test,  and  269  young 
children  aaTo  Avere  not  Schick  tested,  were  immunised  Avith  alum 
preci|)itated  toxoid  in  twn  doses  of  0.1  and  0.5  c.c.,  or  with  three 
doses  of  toxin  antitoxin  fioccules;  a total  of  1150  doses  being  given. 


In  addition,  immunisation  was  offered  to  children  under  school 
age  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  A letter  offering  free 
immunisation  at*  the  Centre^wa&^sent  to  ihe  parents  of  all  children  on 
their  first  birthday.  In  response 40' this  offer^  66  children  received 
two  doses  of  alum  precipitated  toxoid,  and  11  more  received  one  dose 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 


During  the  year,  a few  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notihed 
each  week,  the  total  number  of  notifications  for  the  year  being  151. 
In  November,  however,  there  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases,  36  being  notified,  and  in  December  the  notifications  were 
41.  The  epidemic  continued  to  spread  and  continued  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  present  year.  , 


■Five  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  The 
first'  case  was  -a  patient  residing  on  Barton  Moss,  who  had  been  in 
poor  health  for  some  weeks  before  and  had  been  removed  to  hospital 
in  Stretford  where  the  diagnosis  was  made.  Careful  investigation 
of  the  movements  of  the  patient  failed  to  indicate  the  source  of 
infection. 

In  May,  a case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified  in  a patient  in 
Eceles  and  iPatricroft  'Hospital. 

'In  October,  a case  of  suspected  typhoid  fever  was' reported,  and 
the  diagnosis  was  confirmed.  On  the  same  day,  a second  case  was 
reported,  and  it  was  found  on  investigation  that  the  two  patients 
were  related  and  that  the  first  patient  had  some  of’his  meals  at  the 
home  of  the  second.  The  blood  of  both  agglutinated  B Typhosus 
with  H Antigen  in  high  titre.  The  man  had  been  employed  in  a 
local  engineering  works,  where,  about  the  same  time,  a fellow 
employee  had  died  suddenly  of  food  poisoning;  post  mortem 
examination  of  the  organs  in  this  case  established  that  the  death 
was  due  to  B Aertryeke  infection.  The  blood  and  stools  of  contacts 
of  these  two  cases  were  examined,  and  it  was  found  that  the  blood 
of  the  mother  of  the  second  ' case  agglutinated  B Typhosus  with 
H Antigen  in  a dilution  of  1 in  80.  It  was  thought  that  the  mother 
might  be  a possible  carrier,  and  as  she  was  engaged  as  a part-time 
bar  maid,  she  was  suspended  from  work,  but  subsequenf 
examinations  of  specimens  of  fau-es  failed  to  show  presence  of 
P).  Typhosus.  The  wife  of  the  first  patient  who  worked  in  a food 
shop,  was  also  suspended  from  work,  but*  examinations  of  samph's 
of  ])lood  and  fnees  were  negative  in  her  case. 


A number  of  the  employees  at  the  engineering' works  resided  in 
Farnworth  where  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  fever,  but  nom* 


so 


of  the  employees  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  had  been  in  contact 
with  known  cases  of  the  disease. 


In  the  following  week  another  case  of  typhoid  fever  was 
notified.  The  patient  had  no  connection  with  the  previous  cases. 
She  had  only  removed  into  the  Borough  a month  previously  and 
careful  investigation  into  her  movements  had  failed  to  reveal  any 
common  factor  between  her  case  and  the  previous  cases. 


The  milk  supplied  which  was  common  to  all  cases  was  a larged 
bulked  supply.  Samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  the  samples  being  taken  from  small  groups  of  sources 
of  supply  as  they  arrived  at  the  depot,  but  all  were  negative. 


About  the  same  time,  several  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred 
in  the  Borough.  In  addition  to  the  man  mentioned  above,  who  died 
of  B Aertrycke  infection,  a boy  was  suspected  of  suffering  from 
paratyphoid,  but  a sample  of  blood  which  was  too  small  for  full 
investigation  indicated  infection  with  the  salmonella  group  of 
organisms.  A sample  of  meat  paste  similar  to  that  consumed  by  the 
boy  was  not  found  to  be  infected  with  the  salmonella  group  of 
organisms.  The  boy  was  removed  to  Lady  well  Sanatorium  and  the 
condition  was  found  later  to  be  due  to  infection  with  B.  Aberdeen 
of  the  salmonella  group. 


The  movements  of  the  man  who  had  died  from  B.  Aertrycke 
poisoning  were  investigated  but  little  information  leading  to  the 
implication  of  any  special  food  could  be  obtained.  He  had  some 
cooked  pork  on  the  evening  preceding  his  death,  but  no  other 
])ersons  who  obtained  cooked  pork  from  the  same  joint  suffered  from 
symptoms  of  poisoning.  A circular  letter  was  sent  to  all  medical 
practitioners  in  the  Borough  asking  them  to  report  any  suspected 
cases  of  food  poisoning.  I learned  from  a practitioner  in  the  town 
that  he  had  had  a patient  who  had  been  acutely  ill  with  food 
poisoning,  but  had  recovered.  He  had  had  roast  pork  and  jellied 
veal.  The  specimen  of  blood  from  this  man  was  negative  to  the 
enteric  group  of  organisms. 


About  the  same  time,  a practitioner  reported  two  further  cases 
of  suspected  food  poisoning.  Unfortunately,  these  persons  refused 
to  allow  samples  of  blood  or  faeces  to  be  taken  for  investigation. 
These  persons  had  had  cooked  pork.  This  pork  was  purchased 
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through  a different  wholesaler,  but  it  was  subsequently  ascertained 
that  the  animals  had  been  slaughtered  in  the  same  slaughter  house. 
The  Medical  Officer  in  whose  area  this  slaughter  house  ^vas  r-  ituated 
reported  that  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out  under  good 
conditions,  that  all  carcases  were  carefully  inspected  and  that  he 
had  not  heard  of  any  cases  of  food  poisoning  connected  with  animah' 
slaughtered  at  this  establishment. 


A child  was  removed  to  hospital  with  intestinal  disorch'r.  biii 
this  was  solely  due  to  its  having  eaten  laxative  sweets,  ddiere  wer(‘ 
also  several  other  suspected  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported,  })ut 
on  full  investigation  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

There  was  a troublesome  outbreak  of  puerperal  infection  in  a 
private  nursing  home.  A routine  visit  was  paid  to  the  hoiisn  in 
A[)ril,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  there  had  Ix'en  recently  sevi  r,. ! 
instances  of  a slight  rise  of  temperature  during  the  puerperinm. 
in  two  instances,  the  condition,  which  had  been  attributed  to 
congestion  of  the  breasts,  had  subsided  rapidly.  In  the  third,  in 
which  there  had  been  manual  removal  nt  the  placenta,  there  was 
mild  ])yrexia  for  two  days. 


Three  days  before  my  visit,  a woman  who  had  some  vaginal 
discharge,  was  delivered.  She  had  been  kept  isolated  from  other 
patients,  and  separate  utensils  reserved  for  her  use.  Arrangements 
were  made  for  the  thorough  disinfection  of  the  labour  room  by  the 
Health  Department.  Eight  days  later,  a patient,  who  had  been 
delivered  seven  days  before  the  last  patient,  complained  of  pain  in 
the  leg,  and  four  days  afterwards  developed  pyrexia.  She  refused 
to  be  transferred  to  hospital  and  returned  home  under  the  care  of 
her  own  doctor.  Subsequently  she  was  seen  by  a consultant,  and  on 
his  advic(^  was  admitted  to  hospital  mainly  on  account  of  severe 
anaemia.  There  was  still  some  pyrexia,  and  the  diagnosis  rd" 
puerperal  septicaemia  was  subseipiently  conhrmed  bacteriologically 
thirty  days  after  delivery.  The  jiatient  ultimately  recovered  after 
a long  illness.  After  the  removal  of  this  patient,  the  whole  nursing 
home  was  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Health  Department. 


While  this  case  was  in  the  home,  but  three  days  before  she 
developed  pyrexia,  another  patient  who  was  delivered  by  natural 
forces  had  a vaginal  tear,  and  developed  mild  pyrexia  on  the  fourth 
day.  The  temperature  subsided  somewhat,  but  rose  again  tour 


(lays  later,  and  she  was  removed  to  hospital  where  she  subse(]ueTitlY 
died  of  staphylococcal  septicaemia;  It  was  ascertained  that  tins 
l)atient  had  been  nursing  her  husband  through  an  attack  of  influenza 
immediately  prior  to  her  admission  to  the  home. 

During  the  period  covered  by  these  cases,  live  other  normal 
confinements  occurred. 

No  further  cases  were  admitted  to  the  home  for  a period,  the 
premises  were  again  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  swabs  wmre  taken 
from  the  throats  of  the  nurses.  Haemolytic  Streptococci  were  ]iot 
found,  but  in  the  case  of  one  nurse,  it  was  reported  that  the 
predominating  organism  was  streptococcus  viridans.  She  had  a 
slight  congestion  in  the  region  of  one  tonsil  and  some  adenitis  on 
that  side.  She  was  sent  home  and  kept  oH  duty  until  she  had 
completely  recovered,  and  no  further  cases  occurred  in  the  home. 

40  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  25  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  are  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  the  past  twelve 
years. 

The  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  lower  than 
the  average  for  the  preceding  twelve  years  by  4 per  cent.,  w^hile  the 
deaths  from  non-pulmonary  forms  of  the  disease  were  14  per  cent, 
below  the  average. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  cannot  be  considered 
satisfactory,  as  13.3  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  pulpionary  disease 
were  only  notified  within  three  months  of  death,  while  28  per  cent, 
of  the  fatal  cases  were  not  notified  at  all. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Healthi  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925;

The  County  Dispensary  at  28,  Gilda  Brook  Road,  Eccles,  is  open 
for  consultations  on  Tuesday  afternoons  at  2 o’clock  and  Friday 
mornings  at  10  o’clock,  and  on  the  first  Wednesday  evening  in  the  month 
at  6-30  for  the  benefit  of  patients  who  are  working.  The  dispensary  is 
also  open  daily  for  the  provision  of  artificial  light  treatment  for  suitable 
non-pulmonary  cases.  It  is  also  a centre  for  X-ray  diagnosis  and  for 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  sputum.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

During  the  year  40  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  or  biological  examination.  Of  these,  20  were  samples 
of  loose  milk,  6 were  samples  of  bottled  milk,  and  14  samples  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk. 

Only  one  of  the  20  loose  samples  of  milk  was  found  to  be 
infected  with  tubercle  bacilli.  The  total  bacterial  count  in  8 was 
found  to  be  high,  while  in  three  it  was  extremely  unsatisfactory. 
All  samples  were  also  examined  for  the  presence  of  Coliform 
organisms,  and  only  in  six  samples  these  organisms  were  not  found 
in  all  three  tubes  inoculated  with  0.01  c.c.  of  the  milk. 

Of  the  6 samples  of  bottled  milk,  in  two  the  total  number  of 
organisms  was  high,  while  in  two  samples  coliform  bacilli  were 
found  in  all  three  tubes  inoculated  with  0.01  c.c.  of  milk. 

Of  the  14  samples  of  tuberculin  tested  milk,  10  were  obtained 
from  the  same  source  at  Millington,  from  which  unsatisfactory 
samples  had  been  obtained  during  the  preceding  year.  Two  of  these 
samples  were  again  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  At  the 
expiration  of  the  contract,  the  retailer  discontinued  this  source  of 
supply  and  obtained  his  milk  from  another  source.

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  12,501,  of  which  561  were  unoccupied.  Included  in  fhe 
unoccupied  houses  are  211  which  were  in  course  of  erection  at  the 
close  of  the  year  but  had  not  yet  been  tenanted. 


The  continual  changes  of  tenancy  of  houses  renders  the  task 
of  maintaining  the  housing  records  up  to  date  as  one  of  considerable 
magnitude,  the  number  of  changes  investigated  during  the  year 
being  2,757,  equivalent  to  22  per  cent.  Notifications  of  changes  in 
tenancy  were  received  from  the  following  sources : —

The  five  cases  in  which  overcrowding  had  been  caused  by  the 
tenants  taking  in  lodgers,  were  reported  to  the  Committee,  and  a 
notice  was  served  on  each  tenant  requiring  them  to  abate  the 
overcrowding,  which  was  complied  with. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  94  families  were  living  in 
overcrowded  conditions  in  92  houses,  which,  with  the  new  cases 
discovered  during  the  year,  raised  the  total  of  overcrowded  families 
to  117,  residing  in  111  houses.  During  the  year,  improved 
accommodation  was  provided  for  46  families,  leaving  71  families  in 
69  houses  still  overcrowded.  The  overcrowding  in  10  houses  was 
relieved  by  changes  in  the  family  circumstances,  by  the  removal  of 
tire  tenants  to  larger  houses  in  16  cases,  by  the  removal  of  lodgers 
in  7 cases,  l)y  the  removal  of  tenants  to  Corporation  houses  in  6 
instances,  and  by  remeasurement  of  the  house  in  8 instances. 
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A number  of  houses  are  under  construction  at  Westwood  Park 
which  will  shortly  be  completed^  adequate  to  deal  with  the 
overcrowded  families  and  those  residing  in  houses  which  are  to  be 
demolished^  and  during  the  year  the  overcrowding  in  the  Borough 
will  be  abated. 


Even  when  overcrowding  has  been  dealt  with,  there  will  still 
be  a number  of  families  residing  in  houses  in  which  satisfactory 
sleeping  accommodation,  permitting  separation  of  the  sexes,  cannot 
be  provided,  and  it  will  be  desirable  in  re-letting  Corporation 
houses,  to  give  preference  to  tenants  living  under  such  conditions. 


During  the  year  a number  of  rent  books  were  examined  to 
ascertain  whether  the  provisions  of  Section  62  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936  w'ere  carried  out.  In  44  instances  it  was  found  that  the 
permitted  number  for  the  house  had  not  been  inserted  in  the  rent 
book  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  Notices  were  sent  to  the  landlords 
and  in  every  instance  the  omission  was  rectified. 


UNFIT  HOUSES. 

The  practice  of  dealing  with  worn-out  property  under  Section  11 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  has  been  continued.  During  the  year, 
26  houses  were  represented  under  this  section.  In  the  case  of  a block 
of  ten  houses,  the  owner  gave  an  undertaking,  which  was  accepted 
and  carried  out,  to  remedy  the  defects  and  render  the  houses  fit  for 
habitation.  In  the  case  of  a block  of  three  houses,  the  owmer 
undertook  to  demolish  one  house  and  remedy  the  defects  in  the 
other  two.  In  the  case  of  a block  of  eight  houses  and  of  an  isolated 
house,  undertakings  were  given  by  the  owner  that  the  premises 
would  not  be  used  again  for  human  habitation.  In  five  instances, 
a demolition  order  was  made  in  respect  of  the  houses  represented. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Eccles. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  by  the  House  Refuse  Collecting 
Department  for  the  year  1938. 

Housing  matters  occupied  a considerable  amount  of  the 
Inspectors'  time  during  the  year  and  much  work  has  been  accomplished, 
269  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  Act  and  265  houses  were 
made  fit.  Of  the  houses  made  fit,  a number  were  of  those  houses 
inspected  during  1937.  Ten  houses  were  demolished  as  a result  of 
demolition  orders  made  in  1936  and  1937. 

The  House  Refuse  Collecting  Department  maintained  the 
weekly  collection  from  all  houses  in  the  Borough.  The  total  weight  of 
refuse  removed  was  10,222  tons,  this  included  126  tons  of  waste  paper 
collected  from  shops  by  the  extra  gang. 


I again  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
and  support  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee.  I also  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Dr.  J.  E.  Spence 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  valuable  advice  and  support  and 
to  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance 
during  the  year.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


In  compliance  with  Section  91  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  continued  the  work  of  inspecting  the  district 
with  a view  to  ascertaining  what  nuisances  existed  calling  for  abatement 
and  gave  attention  to  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  th^  Act  and 
the  Bye-laws  of  the  Borough 


In  this  connection,  2,947  inspections  were  made,  3.846  defects  or 
nuisances  discovered  and  2,428  defects  or  nuisances  abated,  involving 
3,469  re-inspections.  In  carrying  out  this  work  1,094  informal  notices 
and  247  Statutory  Notices  were  served  and  480  owners  were  inter- 
viewed.

The  Manchester  Corporation  gave  a continuous  and  adequate 
supply  of  water  during  the  year.  There  was  no  occasion  for  restriction 
in  its  use  by  house-holders. 

117  complaints  of  waste  of  water  due  to  burst  pipes  and  defective 
fittings  were  made  to  the  Waterworks  Department.

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

DIRTY  HOUSES  AND  YARDS. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  dirty  houses  and  yards,  and 
during  the  year  38  such  cases  were  dealt  with,  also  70  cases  of 
verminous  houses. 

There  were  410  free  supplies  of  lime  to  householders,  and  475 
limewash  brushes  loaned,  to  encourage  cleanliness. 

TENTS  AND  VANS. 

There  are  no  tents  or  vans  used  as  permanent  residences  in  the 
Borough. 
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In  connection  with  the  Local  Wakes  and  Fairs,  arrangements  are 
made  for  the  supply  of  “pails”  and  the  cleansing  of  the  same  by  the 
department  at  the  cost  of  the  proprietor.  There  were  12  inspections 
made  of  such  vans  during  the  year. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  only  premises  under  this  heading  in  the  Borough  are  38  fish 
frying  premises  and  four  rag  and  bone  dealers. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  of  these  premises  was  110. 

THEATRES  AND  CINEMAS. 

There  are  seven  such  places  of  entertainment  in  the  Borough,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  120  were 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  no  cause  for  complaint  was  found. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  only  one  registered  common  lodging  house  in  the  Borough 
and  this  has  accommodation  for  66  males  only.  It  is  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  the  proprietor  and  is  well  managed. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

There  are  7 of  these  houses  registered  in  the  Borough. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  four  cowkeepers  registered  in  the  Borough  and  the 
average  number  of  cows  kept  was  48. 

No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  found  in  the  cattle  during  the  year. 

There  are  68  registered  dealers  and  purveyors  of  milk  in  the 
Borough. 

Six  licences  were  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Order,  one  a dealer’s  licence  to  bottle  Tuberculin  tested  milk,  five 
supplementary  licences,  one  being  for  Tuberculin  tested  milk  and  four 
for  pasteurised  milk. 
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Of  the  68  dealers  and  purveyors  registered  23  are  non  - residents 
who  sell  milk  from  carts  in  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds and  Milkshops  was  184. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  number  of  slaughter  houses  in  the  Borough  is  9 — two  regis- 
tered and  seven  licensed. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  slaughter-houses  was  795. 

All  carcases  are  inspected  before  being  removed  from  the  slaughter- 
houses, the  number  of  animals  killed  being  14, 932  made  up  as  follows

The  Markets  held  at  Eccles  and  Patricroft  have  been  regularly 
inspected. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901, 

There  are  102  workshops  and  46  bakehouses  on  the  Registers,  they 
are  inspected  periodically  and  in  the  course  of  these  inspections  29 
defects  of  various  kinds  were  noted  and  dealt  with. 


The  regulations  in  respect  of  limewashing  of  Bakehouses  are 
complied  with,  in  twelve  instances  occupiers  had  to  be  reminded  of  the 
time  for  limewashing. 

There  are  seven  “outworkers”  in  the  Borough.  Their  homes 
were  visited  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  and  no  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  occurred  at  any  of  the  homes.

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  Borough  13,321 
galvanised  iron  dustbins,  and  these  were  emptied  once  a week. 

In  accordance  with  powers  conferred  on  the  Local  Authorities 
under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council  approved 
the  following  specification  of  a covered  dustbin : — 

“The  dustbin  to  be  cylindrical  in  shape,  24  inches  deep  and  18 
inches  in  diameter,  measured  from  the  outside. 

The  bodv  to  be  made  of  sheet  iron  of  No.  20  British  Standard 

^ 

Gauge  before  galvanising.  The  body  to  be  suitably  swaged  to  resist 
denting  or  buckling,  and  the  body  seam  to  be  closely  rivetted  together. 
The  top  and  bottom  to  be  strengthened  by  curled  hoops  2|  inches  of 
No.  16  B.  S.  Gauge,  welded  joint  and  welded  on  to  the  body.  The  bin 
to  be  provided  with  two  wrought  iron  f inch  round  handles,  securely 
fixed  to  the  body  with  four  rivets,  to  be  fixed  at  a height  17  inches 
from  the  bottom  of  the  bin. 

The  bin  should  weigh  when  galvanised,  without  cover,  approxi- 
mately 27  lbs. 

The  cover  shall  be  a domed  pattern,  stamped  in  one  piece  to  fit 
closely  over  bin  with  a flange  of  at  least  inches  deep  and  made  of 
sheet  iron  No.  20  B.  S G.  before  galvanising  The  handle  to  be  of 
pressed  steel,  one  inch  wide,  of  a length  sufficient  to  give  a comfortable 
hand-hold.  The  handle  shall  be  attached  to  the  lid  in  a central 
position  with  one  rivet  on  each  side. 

The  cover  should  weigh  when  galvanised  approximately  5 lbs. 

The  whole  of  the  dustbin  and  cover  inside  and  out  to  be  heavily 
galvanised  with  an  even  coat."

One  S.  & D.  rear-loading  vehicle  of  10  cubic  yards  capacity. 

Three  S.  & D.  Freighters  of  7 cubic  yards  capacity. 

One  “ Fordson  "25  cwt.  vehicle 

During  the  year  8,268  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  to  the  des- 
tructor works,  the  total  weight  being  1 0,222  tons,  of  this  126  tons  was 
waste  paper  collected  from  shops. 
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The  Department  supplied  558  dustbins  and  dustbin  lids  at  the 
cost  of  the  owners. 


The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  one  working  foreman, 
three  leading  hands,  twelve  loaders  and  four  motor  drivers.
